What is Joanne Woodward really 
like? 

This is a good question. And it’s 
asked often by press and magazine 
interviewers as well as film audi- 
ences, about Miss Woodward, who 
co-stars with Paul Newman in 
Paramount’s “A New Kind Of 
Love,” in Technicolor coming ....

The general curiosity springs 
from the diversified roles the actress 
has portrayed on the screen. There 
is the tempestuous dramatic per- 
formance in “Three Faces Of Eve,” 
for which Miss Woodward won an 
Academy best-actress award. In 
diverse contrast is her current co- 
starring role with husband, Paul 
Newman, in the Melville Shavelson 
farce film comedy, “A New Kind 
Of Love.” In this hilarious con- 
coction of exaggerated fact and 
bombastic fantasy played against 
the high fashion industry, the 
actress runs the gamut from slap- 
stick to subtle drawing room farce. 

But Joanne Woodward isn’t real- 
ly like any of these characters, ac- 
cording the close observers. First 
impressions indicate a modest and 
retiring nature, but a closer look 
reveals a keenlv analytical mind, 
intense interest in people and a fine- 
ly balanced sense of humor. 

Producer-director Shavelson con- 
tends that Miss Woodward can play 
any characterization ever created 
in the realm of imagination or 
actual. 

“The emotional sensitivity is all 
there,” explains Shavelson, “But 
you don’t detect it in the actress’ 
normal life because she has com- 
plete control of her emotional sys- 
tem.” 

Miss Woodward herself stated, 
“T always wanted to be an actress. 
I don’t remember when it started, 
but it seems the desire has always 
been there.” 

Although her husband, Paul 
Newman, is of the opinion that 
Miss Woodward acts from the in- 
side out, instinctively, the actress 
contends that she works just the 
opposite. 

“T believe I develop a character 
from the outside in,” opinioned Miss 
Woodward. This would indicate 
that the outside situation demanded 
for the role would condition the in- 
ner response. 

“Tt’s difficult to get actors to 
agree to just how they do act,” the 
actress added. ‘‘Both Paul and I do 
agree though that Paul begins with 
an intellectual approach to a role. 
It starts in his head and he thinks 
it through.” 

Whatever the motivation, it has 
been noted by Hollywood experts 
that Miss Woodward’s reaction to 
props, or a piece of wardrobe, is 
immediate. She becomes what the 
apparel or surroundings indicate 
whether it be a clown or a Camille. 

Enigmatic as the actress may ap- 
pear concerning her screen and real 
life roles, Miss Woodward’s outlook 
on life is as normally wholesome 
as the girl next door, except there 
is a dynamic quality about it. 


“T just want to keep acting 
better and better,” said the actress. 
“And I want to be a good wife and 
mother. I also want to do some real 
good in the world,” Miss Wood- 
ward concluded.

There are such pop- 
ular wedded artists as Lunt and Fontaine, the early film day 
Carter de Havens and of course the delightful George Burns 
and Gracie Allen, who apparently weathered the stormy clash 
of temperaments and became American traditions in the theatre 
and motion pictures.
